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NO BIDS OFFERED FOR 
WATERWAYS TIMBER 


$35,000 WORTH OFFERED AT AUCTION FOR $3500, BUT 
TIMBER IS TOO FAR AWAY TO BE HANDLED 
PROFITABLY—MAY BE PRIVATE BIDDERS 


At the upset price of $3,750, the 
antount of dues still unpaid, ithe 
Waterways railway timber, including 
ties, fence posts, telegraph posts, etc., 
seized for default in dues, and valued 
at $35,000, was offered for sale by pub- 
lic auction at the counter of the Dom- 
inion land office this morning. There 
were no bidders. It is posisble that 
private tenders may be given by re- 
presentatives of the Canadian North- 
ern railway, which is the nearest line 
t othe point where the timber lies. 

It was merely a coincidence that 
the name of the man who offered the 
Waterways timber for sale svas 
named Clarke. Mr. Clarke is the 
timber and mines clerk at the Domin- 
ion land office. Precisely at 11 o’clock 
this morning, he stood up and rapped 
for attention on the counter. There 
were perhaps half a dozen persons ‘n 
front of the counter at the time. The 
only ones who appeared to take any 
interest in tthe Waterways timber 
sale were Dr. McInnis, of the Em- 
pire Supply company, which held 


contract for cutting the timber, Jas 
Smith, tie contractor on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, Thos. K, Knight, right. 
of-way contractor on the Great Wat- 
erways, and the reporters from the 
several newspapers. 

Within a very few moments after 
Mr. Clarke had wrapped for attention 
the curtain had dropped on another 
act in the elimination of the Water- 


Sexe railway from the provincial 
stage. The clerk read the details et 
the timber for sale, allowed a reson- 
able time to elapse for bidders, then 
closed the sale. ‘The call for bids was 
met with silence. 

The timber was offered in two sec- 
tions, on the first of which a total of 
$2,905 in dues was overdue, and the 
second a total of $854.44 overdue. 
The details areas follows: First sec- 
tion, timber lying in townships 59, 60, 
61, 63, range 21, 91,075. ties, 26,593 
fence posts, 73,611 lineal feet of bridge 
timber, 675 logs, 17,747. feet sawn 
lumber. Second section, lying ‘n 
townships 56, 57, 58, in 22, 3,214 tele- 
graph poles Fix} 24 feet of piling. 

The lack of interest displayed in the 
sale ‘was chiefly due to the fact that 
the timber lics so far from the near- 
est railway that it would be very un- 
profitable to handle it. The bulk of 
the timber Hes 23 miles east of the 
Athabasca Landing line of the Cana- 
dian Northern and 35 miles north of 


the main line of the C.N.R. The 
cheapest tender which Dr. MelInnis 


was recently able to secure for haul- 
ing the timber to the railway line was 
4o cents per tie, and an equal figure 
for the other portions of the cut. This 
is too high a price to handle the stuff 
profitable. Much of the timber too, 
has been damaged in one way or an- 
other chiefly ‘by fire. 

It is said that the timber may even- 
tually be sold to the C.N.R.

small holders of lands in the district, 
will have increased,

New York, Feb. 7.—Miss Ielen 
Vivien Gould, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Jay Gould, was united 
in marriage this afternoon, in the 
Protestant Iipiscopal Church of St. 
Bartholomew, to John Graham Hope 
Horsley Beresford, fifth Baron De- 
cies, a prominent officer of the British 
army and a member of a family that 
has been distinguished in) England 
and Ireland for generations. It was 
the most costly wedding of the season 
and interest in it was widespread, for 


the bride is one of the richest. cf 
American heiresses, and the bride- 
groom, though not wealthy, is a 


man of unblemished record and uni- 
sersally popular alike in the British 
armv and in English society. 

The church edifice was guarded by 
many police officers, specially detailed 
to hold in check the immense crowd 
of spectators who began to gather as 
early as noon. As on previous oc- 
casions when American heiresses have 
bestowed themselves upon titled for- 
cigners, the ceremony was witnessed 
by that select and exclusive body 
known as “society.” ‘The church was 
crowded to the doors by the social 
elect of America and many members 
of the English nobility. Following 
the ceremony at the church there was 
a reception at the Gould residence in 
Fifth avenue, where the guests were 
given an opportunity to view the wed- 
ding presents, which were among the 
most numerous and costly ever give 
to an American bride.

Whilé those who are familiar with the 
movements of this party, and with 
their objects, are very reticent at pre- 
sent on the subject, the Capital has 
gathered sufficient information to Jead 
to the belief that a very important dis- 
covery has been made sou.2 75 or too 
miles north of Morinville, and that 
certain Edmonton interests are pre- 
paring to take advantage of them. 

If the quest of the party of sixty 
men proves successful: wihin a very 
few days after their discovery has been 
made known to the parties for whom 
they are acting, will have every valu- 
able oil claim cornered, and the filing 
fee of $5 each, paid upon them.

LARGE NUMBER OF 
SETTLERS COMING 


Party of Over Four Hundred Will

Strathcona, Feb. 7.—The duties of 
the public school board are yearly 
becoming more onerous and the mat- 
ter of financing the rapidly increasing 
system in the city is certainly not 
the least of these duties.

Mayor Armstrong has issued 
structions to the public utilities com- 
missioner and the finance conmmission- 
er, and to each of the superintend- 
ents of civic departments, to the ef- 
fect that no information relative to 
civic affairs may ‘be given out by 
them except by his permission, and 
only then after he has himself per- 
rused the copy of all interviews, and 
all municipal statistics. The letter 
which was received by the majority 
of the civic departments this morning 
reads as follows: 

“Feeling that every employee of the 
city has not other than the best in- 
far eats of the city at heart, and be- 
lieving it to ‘be in that best inerest, 
the commissioners have delegated to 
me the regulating and control relative 
to publishing statements and inter- 
views by civic employees on civic 
matters, 

“After due thought on this matter 
[ have decided that no employee of 
the city shall hereafter be permitted 
to discuss any business of the city 
through the press, or give interviews 
which might appear in the public 
press relative to civic matters, or en- 
gage in controversies through the 
newspapers either between members 
ot the civic administration or others, 
so long as any such publication shall 
refer to the civic affairs of the city, 
except statistics relative to business 
property, except by my permission, 
and only then after I have first read 
such articles and given consent. 

“Trusting you will support and en 
dorse this action and have your staff 
observe the same,
